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THE  MEDALS  COMMEMORATIVE  OF  NATURAL 

SCIENTISTS.

In  view  of  the  rapid  advance  of  the  natural  sciences,  and  the 
constantly  progressing  substitution  of  improved  classification 
and  methods  of  research,  there  is  danger  that  the  work  and  even 
the  names  of  earlier  naturalists  may  be  forgotten.  To  remind 
workers  of  to-day  of  some  of  those  who  have  preceded  them, 
may  therefore  be  of  value.  I  shall  endeavor  to  enumerate  what 
there  may  be  of  this  character  in  numismatics,  which  have  done 
so  much  to\)reserve  from  oblivion,  not  merely  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  events  of  history,  but  the  memory  of  distinguished  men. 
So  vast,  however,  is  its  field  that  in  comparatively  few  clirections 
have  attempts  been  made  as  yet  to  present,  exhaustively,  what 
exists  upon  any  isolated  subject. 

An  instance  of  such  special  research  is  the  work  of  T.  F.  Don¬ 
aldson  (Architectura  Numismatica,  London,  1859,  8°), wherein  the 
architectural  medals  of  classical  antiquity  are  illustrated  and  ex¬ 
plained  by  comparison  with  the  monuments  themselves,  and  the 
descriptions  of  ancient  authors. 

The  writer  need  hardly  say  that  he  will  value  assistance  from 
other  naturalists,  alike  in  extending  and  correcting  the  present 
list.  If  similar  catalogues  could  be  prepared,  by  those  having 
the  taste,  opportunities  and  leisure,  of  the  statues,  busts,  portraits 
and  engravings  that  exist  of  scientists,  not  only  would  these 
enumerations  be  of  value  in  themselves,  but  of  assistance  to 
societies  and  individuals  desirous  of  possessing  such  mementos 
of  authorities,  most  of  whom  are  no  longer  living.  As  regards 
physicians,  material  for  lists  of  this  kind  has  been  incidentally 
published  during  the  cataloguing,  by  Surgeon  John  S.  Billings, 
of  the  immense  medical  library  belonging  to  Government,  at 
the  office  of  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  Army,  at  Washington. 
When  the  same  shall  be  done  in  connection  with  the  other,  also 
extremely  large  and  valuable,  medical  library  presented  to  Gov- 
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ernment  by  Dr.  Joseph  Meredith  Toner  of  that  city,  and  now 
in  a  separate  hall  of  the  Congressional  Library,  a  great  deal  in 
this  direction  will  have  been  accomplished. 

An  ancient  poetical  saying,  apposite  in  this  connection,  has 
been  preserved  by  Bacon,  to  the  effect  that  at  the  extremity  of 
the  thread  representing  the  life  of  each  person,  there  hangs  a 
medal  which  bears  his  name.  At  the  moment  of  death,  Time 
detaches  them  all  and  casts  them  into  the  flood  of  oblivion,  but 
upon  the  stream  there  are  swans  who  collect  the  names  that  may 
rise  to  the  surface,  seize  them,  and  bear  them  to  immortality. 

In  numismatics  as  relating  to  natural  science,  the  publication 
of  nothing  in  the  English  language  seems  hitherto  to  have  been 
commenced.  The  work  indicated  is  not  merely  extensive  but 
varied,  comprising  besides  the  medals  of  scientists  and  scientific 
organizations,  under  which  would  be  included  societies,  conven¬ 
tions,  and  certain  departments  of  colleges  and  universities,  the 
medallic  chronicles  of  notable  physical  perturbations  affecting 
our  globe,  as  earthquakes,  inundations,  and  the  like,  and  illus¬ 
trations  of  a  vast  number  of  objects  of  natural  history.  Regard¬ 
ing  the  first  of  these  groups,  it  will  be  recollected  that  portrait 
medals  are  often  taken  from  the  living  person,  and  where  not, 
that  they  are  usually  from  those  representations  of  him  thought 
most  accurate  by  his  contemporaries  and  friends.  They  are, 
therefore,  to  be  valued  as  of  the  very  highest  importance  in 
forming  a  just  estimate  of  an  author  in  connection  with  his 
works.  As  to  the  second  of  the  divisions,  I  discussed  with  the 
late  Prof.  Baird,  then  in  charge  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution, 
the  National  Museum,  and  the  U.  S.  Fish  Commission,  and  have 
more  than  once  demonstrated  to  this  Society,  the  great  interest 
that  would  attach  to  a  collection  of  coins  and  medals  illustrating 
the  various  denizens  of  the  earth,  air  and  sea,  and  as  an  instance 
of  what  could  easily  be  done,  I  sent  to  Prof.  Baird  a  long  list  of 
the  numismatic  representations  of  a  single  animal,  the  American 
beaver  ( Castor  fiber). 

A  large  proportion  of  naturalists,  both  in  the  limited  and 
larger  senses  of  the  term,  have  been,  and  will  probably  con¬ 
tinue  to  be,  persons  who  have  been  educated  as  physicians,  and 
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it  is  accordingly  during  researches  that  have  been  made  in  this 
direction  that  most  of  the  material  for  the  present  purpose  has 
been  gleaned. 

A  brief  statement  of  the  numismatic  bibliography  relating  to 
“natural  science  may  precede  further  details.  It  may  be  classi¬ 
fied  as  follows:  those  of  the  list  that  are  in  my  library  are 
marked  with  an  asterisk.1

There  is  mentioned  in  the  Index-Catalogue  of  the  Library  at 
the  U.  S.  Surgeon  General’s  Office  at  Washington,  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  above  and  as  though  it  were  a  second  medal  of 
Xenophon,  the  engraving  by  F.  C.  Krueger  of  a  medal  with  “  V. 
Camelio  ”  upon  the  reverse.  Surgeon  Billings,  however,  writes 
me  that  it  was  thus  classified  through  a  clerical  error.  The 
medal  in  question  is,  in  fact,  one  of  several  of  a  wholly  non¬ 
medical  person,  a  very  prevalent  misapprehension  concerning 
whom  will  now  be  indicated. 

Till  recently  it  has  been  supposed  that  there  existed  medals 
of  Camelius,  physician  to  the  Emperor  Augustus,  and  I  have 
mentioned  Rose’s  dissertation  thereon.  The  medal  figured  by 
this  writer  was  also,  under  the  same  supposition,  described  and 
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figured  by  Prof.  Agnethler,  of  Halle  (Schulzisches  Munz-Cabi- 
net,  Halle,  1750-52,  40),  and  again  by  Dr.  Moehsen,  of  Berlin 
{Loc.  cit.,  I,  pp.  257-280). 

Moehsen,  however,  describes  and  figures  two  other  “  Camelio” 
medals  about  whose  real  attribution  he  had  a  correct  impression. 
Since  then  it  has  been  demonstrated  by  Armand  (Les  Medail- 
leurs  Italiens  Des  Quinzieme  Et  Seizieme  Siecles,  2  vols.,  Paris, 
1883,  8°,  p.  1 15)  that  all  the  three  are  merely  medals  by  Vittore 
Gambello,  a  Venetian  die  cutter  at  the  commencement  of  the 
Sixteenth  Century,  who  Latinized  himself  as  Camelius,  -as  he 
indeed  states  upon  the  obverse  of  one  of  the  medals,  which  he 
executed  in  honor  of  himself. 

It  is,  perhaps,  not  to  be  regretted  that  there  exists  no  medal 
of  the  ancient  Camelius,  as,  though  a  botanist,  he  must  have 
been  but  a  poor  one,  and  unacquainted  with  the  medicinal  vir- 


tues  of  ordinary  table  plants.  History  records  that  his  royal 
patron  being  ill,  he  forbade  his  using  lettuce.  Being  discharged, 
his  successor  at  once  placed  the  patient  upon  a  course  of  that 
herb,  with  the  effect  of  a  speedy  cure. 

Again.  It  has  been  supposed  that  certain  coins  of  Smyrna 
^were  struck  in  honor  of  physicians  of  that  city;  a  view  that  was 
strongly  urged  by  Dr.  Richard  Mead,  of  London  (Dissertatio, 
etc.,  already  mentioned),  and  later  by  an  anonymous  writer 
(Auslegung,  etc.,  also  previously  catalogued).  There  was  a 
very  long  discussion  of  the  subject  by  Renauldin  ( Loc .  cit.,  pp. 
476-490),  and  Mead’s  theory  has  been  controverted  by  the 
Biographie  Universelle  and  the  Biographie  Medicale.  Dr.  Wm. 
Lee,  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  whose  collection  of  medical  medals 
now  belongs  to  the  U.  S.  Government,  read  a  very  interesting 
paper  upon  the  question,  as  yet  unpublished,  on  May  iS,  1S80, 
before  the  American  Numismatic  and  Archaeological  Society  of 
New  York.  In  this  he  was  inclined  to  defend  the  opinion  of 
Dr.  Mead.  It  seems  now,  however,  the  general  verdict  of  nu¬ 
mismatists  that  the  names  (Zeuxis,  Hippias,  etc.)  upon  these 
Smyrniote  coins  are  not  those  of  physicians,  but  of  magistrates. 
A  list  of  the  medals  classed  by  Mead  as  those  of  “  Smyrnaei 
medici  ”  is  contained  in  the  Museum  Meadianum  (Catalogue  of 
his  collections,  which  were  sold  subsequently  to  his  death), 
London,  1755,  8°,  pp.  33-35* 

There  is  another  series,  however,  about  which  there  would 
seem  no  question,  though  I  have  as  yet  failed  to  find  their  true 
character  appreciated  by  any  writer.  That  they  are  commem¬ 
orative  of  physicians,  the  medical  emblems  upon  them  would 
prove.  They  are  of  the  island  of  Cos,  already  mentioned  as 
the  residence  of  Hippocrates.
